Sierra Madre Designer At 
Harvey Mudd Given Credits 


Frank P. Festini of Sierra 
Madre designed a complex 
altimeter-testing device for 
a manufacturer this past 
year as a student at Harvey 
Mudd College, Claremont. 

Festini, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Livio Festini, did tlie 
work of .Schwie.!' Fngnecr- 
ing, Inc., a .Southern Cali¬ 
fornia precision - instrument 
manufacturer. The firm 
funded the project through 
the college'E Engineer i n g 
Clinic. 

Festini and another .stu¬ 


dent develojjed a new micro¬ 
processor system for the 
testing unit improving its 
speed and performance over 
a range of pressures. They 
also designed a txxntrol con¬ 
sole to facilitate testing by 
an operator. 

The project is typical of 
Ihe situations students face 
in the cUnia They are pur¬ 
posely confronted with real 
problems. Since there are no 
textbook answers, they must 
stretch their abilities In en¬ 
gineering design and crea¬ 


tive problem-solving. 

Another goal of the clinic 
Is to accustom students to 
the cOTiditions they will find 
in future jobs. They per¬ 
form their clinic work with¬ 
in the restrictions of time, 
budget and available re¬ 
sources. 

Nineteen projects were re¬ 
searched In the clinic this 
year, 14 of them for indus¬ 
trial firms. The problems 
ranged from the design and 
assembly of a production- 
line machine for a brake- 
lining manufacturer to a 
study of how microproces¬ 
sors could be used to save 
fuel and energy costs for 
the Navy.

CLIMB stands for Center 
for Living Independe nee 
for Multihandicapped Blind, 
and the aim of the center 
is to help the multiple- 
handicapped bli n d r e s i - 
dents to learn to live, work, 
read and socialize within 
an environment that is not 
institutional in nature. It 
will permit a new type of 
“freedom” to persons ever 

Medical Unit 
Needs Yaur 
Recyclables 

During the months of 
July and August the Sierra 
Madre Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment’s Emergency Medi¬ 
cal Te:am will be operating 
(he Recycle Center. 

'The Medical Unit will be 
the benefidary from the pro¬ 
ceeds of .newspapers, alum¬ 
inum cans, a^id glass bottles 
and jars that will be re¬ 
cycled through the center 
during these months. It will 
provide money that will be 
used for -needed supplies and 
materials. 

Paper will be stored until 
the last Saturday In August 
when they will be loaded in 
a large container for ship¬ 
ment to a major recycling 
center.

pense to the taxpayers. 


18 years old who would 
otherwise spend the rest of 
their lives In an Institution. 

Social Security benefits 
which are paid through the 
student - residents and a 
state program will provide 
the funds for this pilot pro¬ 
gram and Mr. Young points 
out that a resident in state 
hospitals cost the ta.xpayers 
about $20,000 a year but at 
CLIMB this cost will be 
about half that. 

The residence will heuse 
36 wheiT. it roaches full cap¬ 
acity at the end of this 
month and at the present 
time is staffed almost com¬ 
pletely by volunteers who 
are now in training to learn 
how to best help the resi¬ 
dents cope with their new 
way of living. 

The students will learn 
housekeeping chores, and 
kitchen skiUs, aiding the 
professional dietitian to pre¬ 
pare and serve meals; they 
will maintain their own 
rooms and to "do for them¬ 
selves” as much as possible. 

Kitchen cabinets have 
been provided with braille 
labels, as have the drawers 
to aid in orderly house¬ 
keeping. The clothes washer 
and dryer have their knobs 
marked In braille as are all 
the doors to the shower, 
closets and etc. 

At the rear of the build¬ 
ing a workshop has been 
provided, where student-resi¬ 
dents can do gainful work 
to earn money and bank ac¬ 
counts have been opened for 
each resident. Recent pro¬ 
jects Included putting stick¬ 
er labels on a novelty gim¬ 
mick called a plastic belly 
butto(n and now they are 
placing preservative pills in 
urlnalysk bottles and cap¬ 
ping them for shipment to 
laboratories and doctors’ of¬ 
fices. 

Also on ihe staff is a pro¬ 
fessional teacher who spends 
several hours a day teaching 
braille writing a,nd reading 
to the students and staff to 
permit the student to 
broaden his Interest to the 
limit of his ability. They 
also have "television” which 
in reality is a radio capable 
of picking up the sound 
portion of the TV program. 
The dial has braille numbers 
to permit the student to 
make his own selection. 

For recreation the student- 
residents are taken to our 
city pool for swimming, 
which is carefully monltcTcd 
by pool staff and school 
staff and visits to the local 
parks are made and trips to 
stores and other points of 
interest provided. 

Director Young express e d 
how pleased he is In the at¬ 
mosphere provided in our 
community where the stu¬ 
dent can feel safe and se¬ 
cure, where street travel for 
the blind can be accom¬ 
plished with minimum risk 


from traffic and obstruc¬ 
tions. This type of com¬ 
munity will go a long way 
in helping these residents 
to achieve a goal of self- 
sufficiency and Inde p e r. - 
dance.” 

Director Young pointed 
out that two of the major 
causes for multi-handicap- 
I>ed blind conditions are re- 
trolen/t£il fibropia s i a and 
rubella. Retrolental fibro- 
Rubella or German Measles 
plasia is a blindness as a 
result of over-oxygenation of 
prematurely bom infa n t s 
placed in incubators. Prior to 
1954 it was not known that 
loo much oxygen In incuba¬ 
tors could cause blindness 
and possibly brain damage, 
epidemics in the late 50’s 
and early 60’s was a major 
cause of multiple defects in 
children.

Testify On Possible Refunds 


utility custome r s who 
want to testify on hew any 
refunds due to them can be 
best apportioned will have 
ar. opportunity to testify In 
lour Southern Callforji 1 a 
cities this month and .next, 
the California Public Utili¬ 
ties Commission announced. 

The PUC said It currexitly 
has pending several cases In 
which refunds may be or¬ 
dered and wants to (xmsider 
specifically whether these 
refunds should be made to 
all customers of a utility or 
to domestic (residential) cus 
tomers only. 

Amount of the refunds 
could be hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of dollars collectively 
and crould be coming to cus¬ 
tomers of telephone, gas, 
and electric utilities .under 
PUC Jurisdiction. 

Reasons for the possible 
refunds stem largely from 
three Issues: appropriate 
treatment of federal Income 
tax expense, over collections 
by electric utilities under the 
fuel clause, and rate in¬ 
creases automatically grant¬ 
ed by the Federal Power 
Commission which may later 
result in refunds to Califor¬ 
nio utilities and ultimately 
to California consumers. 


The PUC opened a formal 
investigation into the mat¬ 
ter last February because of 
its "concern that Increases 
In rates may be passed on 
by higher prices, but that re¬ 
funds may not be reflected 
In prices being lower than 
otherwise."

Struggle For Control

L.ast month In Sacramento the Legislature went 
through its traditional June exercise, approval of an ever¬ 
growing state budget. The charts and the pre-adjournment 
rhetoric* ail tell a familiar story. The cost of government 
is up again — this time to $14.7 billion, more than 43 
per cent over the budget figure just two years ago. 

Property tax related measiures and court - mandated 
school finance proposals also due for impdementation will 
push the figure to $16 billion. 

From the first million • dollar budget in 1949, legisla¬ 
tors now talk of double - digit billions, dollar amounts 
that stagger the imagination and bewilder most produc¬ 
tive people. 

Letters from people in Oiur Assembly district all ask 
the same question, "How can we put a rein on out-of- 
oontrol government spending?” 

If the answer does not come from the Legislature 
now largely controlled by one party, from where will it 
come? Cost controls and cost effectiveness should be 
the watchword, instead of a political afterthought. 

California government spending is out of control be¬ 
cause some who sit in power seem to have forgotten the 
burden they are imposing on every income earner through 
taxation. For too many lawmakers, there seems to be 
no cotneern, no limit to taxing and spending. 

During the two-plus years since Governor Brown’s in¬ 
augural address, the state’s population grew 4.5 per cent. 
Inflation went up 21.7 per cent, while the state budget 
shot ahead at an astounding rate of 43 per cent. 

The message from the staehouse seems clear enough. 
Government will continue to grow . . . cost you more 
than anything else, even food and fuel. 

My Kepublican colleagues and I have long advocated 
restraints on government spending, controls on govern¬ 
ment growth and “indexing” — tieing state income tax 
brackets to inflation so cost-of-living increases to earn¬ 
ings don’t put workers in higher and higher tax brac¬ 
kets. To date, the opposition has ignored our proposals. 
Moreover, they see no incentive to review programs, dis¬ 
continue unneeded and expensive services, and choose 
between proposed budget items in onder to reduce costs. 

Telling taxpayers they will not be paying new taxes 
this fiscal year when property tax relief is financed 
from current excess taxation is disturbing and dishonest. 

The People Must Know

TAXES — Federal budget spendiing for 1977 is up 
90.7 billion (90 thousand million) over 1976. The Cali¬ 
fornia share of the Federal budget is up 10.6 billion (10 
thousand million) over the 38.2 billion dollars provided 
for last year. Ehery Californian will pay $3,395 in com¬ 
bined federal, state and local taxes for 1977. $604 higher 
than each of us paid in 1976. 

The 1977 business cost for paper work alone to meet 
government regulations was 50 thousand million dollars. 
Because all business costs must be paid by consumers, 
not by business, this is one reason for higher prices and 
Inflation. 

ITEai -- Some 10 years ago I started writing about 
public employee fringe benefits, pensions ajidi retirement 
costs taxpayers are forced to pay. It has taken ten 
long years for this to become the headline news in the 
media it is today. 

item — About five years ago I started writing of 
the serious defects in our public educational systems. I 
said most teachers were incompetent to teach basic reading, 
mathematics or writing. I said most school systems were 
manfacturing future permanent welfare recipients and 
functional illiterates who could not hold jobs. Some people 
simply would not believe what I wrote. 

What I have been writing was substantially confirmed 
recently by Dr. Julian Nava, president of the Los Angeles 
Unified School District who said “about half of our 
teachers need a substantial amount of additional training 
in order to be effective.” Also, another statement by Wil¬ 
son C. Riles, state superintendent of public instruction, who 
said “the decline in the basic academic skills of college- 
bound high school graduates represents a,n ‘indictment’ 
of the state’s public* school system.” 

I recently interviewed the head instructor of a private 
school in Phoenix, Arizona. This school is for foreign stu¬ 
dents from all over the world. The students are from 6 
to 14 years of age. When these students reach this school 
they don’t speak a word of English. In the beginner class 
this year the students spoke 14 different tongues. 

I asked the head instructor how long it took to teach 
these foreign students to learn to read and comprehend 
our second grade text books. She said “about six weeks.” 

I then asked why, after 12 years in public schools, high 
school graduates could not read sixth grade text books. 
Slie said the reason was that public school teaefhers are 
not trained to teach reading, and that she found this out 
by working many years in the public schools. It seems 
I had a point all along. 

On June 16, 1977 Congress voted 225 to 157 “to pro¬ 
hibit the use of ALL federal funds for busing students to 
ANY school other than the school .nearest the students’ 
home — even if desegregation plans have “paired” or 
"clustered” schools. Associated Press predicts the Senate 
will pass tile measure. 

It seems strange this action by Congress was not (sa 
far as I could find) cn radio, television or in the metro 
press. This is a whopper of a story. 

Suit Filed! 

Los Angeles County and City recently filed suit against 
the big autoombile insuranec companies of California in 
an attempt to end the practice of insurance redlining. 

The action was filed personally by Supervisor Ken¬ 
neth Heihn and Deputy County Counsel David L. Muir, 
and Hahn caleld it “the most important consumer suit 
ever filed in Los Angeles County.” 

Specifically named are State Farm Mutual Automo¬ 
bile Insurance Company, Farmers Insurance Exchange, All¬ 
state Insurance Company, Inter-Insurance Exchange of the 
Automobile Club of Southern California and the Insurance 
Services CXfice. 

The suit was authorized by the Board of Supervisors 
cm May 19 and the Los Angeles City Council on June 29.

Pot Primer for Petrents. 


Know enough baste facts about marihuana to talk 
0 your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. You read that 
college, high school, even junior high students smoke 
marihuana. What about your own son or daughter? 
Have they tried it? Would they tell you? Do you just 
keep quiet and hope-do you talk? 

Your youngstos may joke about grass, tea, joint, 
roach, head-words that mean something Cerent to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do—that’s their side of the generation gap. But not all 
their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he’s heard of from 
his friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angry—it’s as risky to assume he does “turn on” as 
to assume he doesn’t. Keep itsimple, direct. And make 
lure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if 
their boyfriends smoke it. A majority of young people 
have not tried it, and have enough self-assurance to 
resist trying it. A number have tried it once or twice 
out of curiosity or boredom. A smaller niunber “turn 
on” just on weekends. A small percentage become 
“heads”—their lives centered around marihuana or 
other drugs, with very little interest in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell 
him? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, 
which is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, 
and stories of no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana 
(which varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has been 
proven condusively about specific effects of marihuana 
on the mind and bc^. This does not mean there are 


no ill effects, but ffiat they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug daring the years 
while the young personality is finding and shaping 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, is 
an intangible danger tb try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a hard fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under 
local laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to 
the possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your child liable for 
arrest 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
about parents’ drinking and smoking?” a partial 
answer is that your body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes dependent on any 
drug, including alcohol and cigarettes, it can be 
difficult to stop. Even if you’re convinced they’re 
harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger 
drugs when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A 
teen-ager’s experience is limited; it has happened. 
While marihuana itself does not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users may be the 
first step to experimenting with LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more than a stronger 
form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To 
be honest, scientists still don’t know everything about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the 
“authorities” your children quote, know even less. No 
expert is saying today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobo^JT 
has to take. Least of all somebody you care about

The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 


1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottfe of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
the faucet until cold will waste a gallon. 

3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average autonsatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5. Take showers instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 
usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
off while you wash. 

6. Don't use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
oHier mah-eials. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons. 

7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full. 

8. Rx dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted per 
day of dripping. 

9. Running toilets can waste four gallons per hour. Keep them in good repair. 

10. Above all: THINK before you turn on the tap.

Bankruptcies 
Falling In County 

Bankruptcy filings, often 
called the real barometer loi 
measuring a communi t y’s 
economic health, showed a 
marked decrease in South¬ 
ern California during the 
first three months of 1977, it 
was announced by Melvin 
Marcus, director of the 
American Bankruptcy Coun¬ 
cil. 

Marcus repo r t e d 3,886 
bankruptcy filings in South¬ 
ern California for the first 
quarter of this year versus 
5,231 filings for the same 
period last year. 

‘"The figures indicate that 
the Southern California eco¬ 
nomy may be well on the 
road to recovery,” Marcus 
said. 

During the 1976 fiscal year 
a record 23,471 bankruptcy 
filings were recorded by 
Southern California. 6,420 
more than the entire state 
of Illinois, the second high¬ 
est ranking state behind 
California 

Marcus, who heads a con¬ 
sumer help fiiTn that in¬ 
structs debtors on the art of 
filing bankruptcy wdthout 
the aid of attorneys, said 
that 27.8 per cent of the la¬ 
test bankruptcy filing were 
made "pro pier” or wdthout 
the help of lawyers. 

‘While first quarter fig¬ 
ures for bankruptcy filings 
are down,” Marcus report¬ 
ed, “the perce.ntage of filings 
made wdthout the aid of .an 
attorney is on the increase.”
